700 HEAR DEBATE

"Today 
when you go into a saloon or restau- 
rant, if you get any forbidden li- 
quor at all, you will be taken into a 
back room, then down a spiral stair- 
way and through a tunnel, where you 
will find a man who will unscrew a 
wooden-leg and from a hallow in it 
give you your drink. Isn't that an 
improvement over the old days be- 
fore prohibition?" 


It was one of the paradoxes of the 


debate that the Rev. 
Mi. Maclnnis 


made- no illusion to tho Bible, while 
his opponent quoted from it profuse- 
ly. Mr. Windle cited numerous refer- 
ences concerning the drinking of wine,

pictured this political opportunist in true 
''and striking colors. He proved his dema- 


• S°SY 
a.nd insincerity with irrefutable 


' evidence. He called attention to the fact 
.that Elaine is running as a- Republican, 
-^rhereas the platform he caused to , be 
adopted at Madison is a complete repudi- 
ation of the Republican , party- and of 
everything it stands for. He might have 
included Elaine's support of the Progres- 
sive platform in the last presidential cam- 
paign, which is also a complete repudia- 
tion of Republican policies. A man who 
can do this and yet employ the Repub- 
lican label because it will serve him polit- 
ically is guilty of both duplicity and hy- 
pocrisy. He has no political principles. 


After analyzing Mr. Elaine's personal 


record and characteristics, Mr. Kearney 
paid this further compliment to the Madi- 
son ring: 


And those who are close to him and around 


•bout him are all men of the same type. They are 
lacking In political morality notwithstanding 
their protestations of virtue and of honesty.

DISASTER SHOULD BE INVESTI- 


GATED 


There should be an investigation of the 


Ironwood mine disaster. The investiga- 
tion should cover not only this cave-in, 
but accidents of a similar nature in other 
mines. There have been an unusual num- 
ber of mine catastrophes during the last- 
year, some of them accompanied by large 
loss of life. Two questions are involved in 
mine disasters. The first is whether sound 
scientific knowledge has beer, developed- 
in mine Operations. The second is whether 
it has been utilized to a full extent by 
mine owners. It would seem that in one 
case or the other there has been failure. It 
is possible there are conditions which pro- 
duce explosions and cave-ins that cannot 
be anticipated, and against which no posi- 
tive precaution can be taken, but it is also 
probable that the safeguards which may 
be employed are sometimes lacking. Un- 
doubtedly engineering science is highly 
specialized in its relation to the mining 
industry, but it is likely that all com- 
•panies are not equally progressive in the 
application of modern methods. 


A movement has been started to secure 


an exhaustive federal inquiry into mine 
accidents. It should cover not only those 
mines where disasters have occurred, but 
mines in general, touching construction, 
appliances, systems of operation and pro- 
tective facilities. We should establish to a 
certainty that mine owners are not tak- 
ing chances which they have no right to 
take. The human equation must always 
be a factor in mine safety the same as it is 
in railroading, but over and above that it 
is proper for the government to demand 
that mining shall be conducted with all 
the safety with which science and human 
ingenuity can surround it. 
It is to be 


hoped the investigation will be promptly 
authorized, so that it may be treated by 
congressional action as advisable and in 
the interest of the lives of the many 
thousands of men engaged in this precar- 
ious occupation.

DRY LAW PROGRESS 


The report of the department of justice, 


regarding the enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion laws would indicate that some prog- 


' ress is being made by the governmental 


authorities although general conditions 
do not seem to reflect it to any great ex- 
tent. For instance, the convictions in Fed- 
eral courts of prohibition law .violators 
totaled 44,022 jfor the; fiscal year which 
ended June 30th, the highest number 
since the dry act became effective. Then, 
too, acquittals in dry law cases were 502 
less than during the preceding year. 


The department announcement gave no 


comparative figures on convictions and 
acquittals in previous years, but stated 
that during the last fiscal year aggregate 
sentences given by federal judges totaled 
5,666. 


This, of course, sounds impressive, but 


it seems as if the public were entitled to 
more complete comparison than that. The 
taxpayers are paying the bills and are en- 
titled to know how the money is to be 
spent. Prohibition enforcement, or the 
present semblance of it, will this year cost 
"this country over $13,000.000. Against this 
are the fines imposed by the federal 
courts, which last year totaled $7,336,393. 
This, of course, is a considerable item. 


WALK TO WORK WELL 


In tho perennial transportation problem in New 


York city it has been proposed to stagger the traf- 
fic by fixing different 
hours for 
the 
different 


classes of folk to go to and from work or business. 
Thus, persons engaged In clothing manufacture 
may go to work at S a. m. and return home at 4 
p. m. Persons in the publishing or furniture or 
building trades may go to work at 7 a. m. and re- 
turn homo at 6 p. m., and so on, instead of tho 
grand jam which now marks the rushhour. This

opinion about the classification of workers.

ployers of office workers claim a prior right to the 
hours of 9 to 5 and declare that it Is only recently 
that textile workers and the department store peo- 
ple have ursurped these hours.

ties are trying to take it was found that IS out of 
106 employes of the American Tobacco company 
usually walk to work. Eleven of 56 employes of the 
Fiest Music publishing house walk to work. Twen- 
ty-five out of 120 employes of the Century Pub- 
lishing company walk to work.

people have the reputation of never walking when 
it is possible to ride in subway, elevated, surface 
car, taxi or bus. These figures would seem to in- 
dicate that about 20 per cent of the workers have 
jetter sense than one would suspect when caught 
n the rush hour jam. 


A lady who conducts a beauty shop and. unlike 


many of her guild, is not at all difficult to look at 
lerself, discovered that she had accumulated about 
wenty-five pounds of the very prevalent if not 
popular slacker flesh, owing'to prosperity and a 
'uie new sedan. She stored the sedan and started 
out an hour ealier each morning, walking to the 
shop. She squandered another hour each evening 
vaiking home. Thus she walked about five or six 
miles daily. In the course of the winter she burned 
off nearly all the superfluous fuel she had been 
carrying. nnd now she is as happy as though she 
lad a flock of lizzies and a squad of cahuffeurs 
rucking for her.

of Federal government Is decreasing 
every year. State governments, on 
the whole, are getting deeper and 
deeper in debt, while the federal debt 
is being materialy reduced. State rev- 
nues are Insufficient to meet state ex- 
penditures, while the federal Income 
shows a surplus after the year's ex- 
penditures have been 


These are some of the comparisons 


that may be drawn from data com- 
piled by the United States Bureau of 
the Census, covering the year 1925 and 
years immediately preceding.

'A. property owner may be able to 


eliminate the hazzards of his own 
building but it may still be a poor fire 
risk because of hazardous adjoining 
property, five experts point out. The 
Burlington building in Chicago was of 
tho latest types of firo resistive con- 
structions. 
Neighboring properties, 


however, were poorly constructed and 
when a fire broke out in one of the 
nearby buildings it was not long be- 
fore the flames had jumped across a 
street to the Burlington building and 
had entered through 
the 
windows. 


Wired glass windows in metal frames 
would have offered some resistance to 
the flames and might have prevented 
a portion of the loss, but the actual 
•damage amounted to, several million 
.dollars. 
" 
One- effective means of checking ex- 


posure fires is to erect blank walls on 
the side of the building from which 
trouble may be expeofced. If it is nec- 
essary to put windows in this wall, 
they should be of wired glass in" 
metal frames. Fire shutters and out- 
side open sprinklers will also be help- 
fill In preventing fire from coming 
.Into the boilding through windows. 
Many large industrial plants are 
equipped with private hydrants and 
fire hose. If an exposure fire threat- 
ens, this equipment is helpful not on- 
ly in checking the spread of the fire 
but also in \vetting down the walls 
and roof of the exposed property so 
that it is more difficult for the fire to 
attack it. 


According to the Insurance Depart- 


ment of the Chamber of Commerce of 


•,,-the United States, only a small por- 


tion of all fires spread from the build- 
Ing in which they originate, but those 
which do usually cause severe loss. 
The department suggests that during 
Fire Prevention "Week every property 
owner make a survey of his own sur- 
roundings to determine whether there 
is a greater possibility of a fire 
destroying his building from the out- 
side than from the inside.

CONSTRUCTION LESSONS 


"From private reports I should 


judge that the chief cause of the loss 
in both lives and property was due to 
the flimsy character of house con- 
struc,tion.

Florida were constructed by northern- 
ers who built in Florida, the same as 
they would' in the north. It is true 
that they put a little tile on the roof 
and put stucco, instead of clapboards, 
on the walls; but no consideration was 
taken of possible hurricanes, cyclones, 
and other tropical 
features.

If the Legislature of Florida 
would pass this simple law it would 
hurt no one and the disaster would be 
worth far more to the state than it 
has cost. ^Personally. I believe that 
thick, hollow-tile walls, with earth- 
quake construction is the best preven- 
tion against hurricane, fire or any 
other cause of destruction. 


OUTLOOK ON SPECULATION* 
"Last April I stated before the Or- 


lando Real Estate Board that specula- 
tion in Florida was then 
absolutely 


dead. For such a statement I was se- 
verely criticized and even persecuted. 
Subsequent events, 
however, 
have 


shown the correctness of this state- 
ment. Even before the .hurricane, the 
truth of the situation was being rea- 
lized. 
Today, however, there is no 


doubt in the mind of anyone, but that 
speculation in Florida land is abso- 
lutely dead for the time being unless, 
possibly, oil should be discovered. Of 
course, the real estate business will be 
just as good in Florida this winter as 
in any other state in the Union; but 
elsewhere, th^re will be very few sales 
for speculation. 


"On the other hand, I am much

Lumber trade has continued active,

Heavy rains have been 
an additional factor in preventing ru- 
ral demand from reaching its expected 
proportions, but there are indications 
of large needs for lumber that will bo 
applied at the first opportunity. 


Southern pine mills during the week 


booked orders for 2.18 per cent more 
than they produced. These mills have 
had a good business from rural yards 
in the South and Southwest, and a fair 
amount of lumber is still moving to 
the oil fields. Bookings of West Coast 
fir mills decline^ to 7 per cent below 
their output. They are doing a heavy 
volume of business with rail trade ter- 
ritory, and export trade continues to 
expand. California sales have also 
been increasing. The movement to the 
Atlantic coast is slower. 
The Coast 


mills are now paying a dollar a thou- 
sands more for fir- logs, and besides 
this the Atlantic seaboard buyers arc 
being asked to absorb several dollars 
a thousand advance in vessel freight 
rates. Adjustment to these changes 
takes a little time.

amounting to 92 per cent of normal. 
Stocks are lower than at the first of 
the yea.- and orders for the week ex- 
ceeded output by 31 per cent.
